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Although proposed claims 9-10 will not be entered because there is no corresponding 
cancellation of two other claims, it is noted that claim 9 is not seen to have the same scope as 
original claim 8. For example, such does not recite the connection of the load to the 
"demodulation filter" and such includes the further limitation of the "isolated-integrator 
frequency-rejecting network". 

With respect to the art rejection, since the "band reject filter" of Chew is connected to the 
"low pass filter" and since the "low pass filter" has a "forward signal flow branch", it is clear 
that the "band reject filter" is "coupled" (albeit indirectly) to the "forward signal flow branch".
